and hatred for democratic ideas, 
and the same savage denuncia- 
fion af them as of Bolshevism, 
Pomerania, as the holy place 
of Prussiao militarist “monar- 
chism, is unchangeable, yet ig is 
only a couple of bouts’ railway 
run from Berlin, in its eyes “a 
sink of Balshevism and carrup.

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen's speech 
neminating “General Leonard Wood thousanda of colonred Turkey’ 
teathers, the badge of Ganera) Wood's supporters, were loosed from 
the ceiling covering the Gelegates. The demonstration lasted. for 
forty minuteae- The convention ovated Mrs. Robinson, the late Pre 
aldent Roosewalt’s sister. who seconded General Wood and is the first 
Woman to perform that function. 

.The National Convention Republican leaders are’ already 
speculating on the effect of adoption of the League.of Nations on the 
chances of the party's success at the Savember election. It is 
Pointed out that the Republicans favour an international association 
providing Tor an instant general international conference whenever f° 
peace is threatened. The Republicans. believe the United States can 
Participate therein without compromising the national independence: 
or involving it In a multitude of quarrels, the merits o? which they 
may be unable to judge.

" SULTAN'S CLAIMS DENIED. 


» The Times correspondant writes 
from Cairo, on. April SS) as 
‘Cllows =~ 
_ Yesterday 1 bad thé jollawing 
highly interesting coaversation 
with the Emir Abdollah, brother 
of the Emir Feisal =~ 

Talking of the Future ag the 
Hedjaz and the rest of the Arab 
countries, he painted out that the 
signal for the revolt against the 
Torks and the drat real bid for 

independence was ruade by ‘the 
-Hedjaz, which, thanks tothe sup- 

- port given by the British Gavern- 
ment, succeeded in wresting the 
Holy Placea of Islam from the 
“Turkish yoke, and in giving the 
necessary impetus to the popula- 
tion of Jezirat-el-Arab-—that is, 
Syria and Mesopotamia, and the 
Arabian peninsala—in = their 
claim for independance. 

As a result, the Hedjaz, should 
really be looked to by the peaples 
in question as their head. ms 

To-day. however, unfortunately 
thare wasa tendency to disregard 

the Hedjaz, owing to its relative 
commercial and economic insigni- 
fieance, and fer each of the enti- 
ties forining the Jezirat- el-Arah 
to want to stand by itself, 

In his opinion. a detached con- 
dition was a mistake. The popu-

made up of elements professing
